Governor Frank D. Fitzgerald 
today issued a statement remind- 
ing tax-payers that they must 
act at once, if they wish to take 
advantage of the savings offered 
by the 10-year installment plan 
of paying delinquent taxes. 

“September 1 is the deadline,” 
the governor declared. 
who paid their first installment 
last year, and those who wish to 
come under the plan by making 
two payments at once, will find 
it to their advantage, I am sure, 
to visit their county treasurer.” 

Last year, the governor recall- 
ed, treasurers’ offices were jam- 
med during the closing days, 
causing much inconvenience and 
delay. To avoid this, he urged 
that payments be made as early 

‘as possible. 

While the state is standing the 
expenses of tne tax-collection 
drive, Governor Fitzgerald de- 
clared it was acting merely as a 
collection agent. Ninety per cent 
of the delinquent taxes collected 
remain in the lecal community 
where they originate. They -are 
used for the support of city, 
township, school or 
county government. 

“The state is-deeply interest- 
ed,” he explained, “for the reason 
that a self-supporting local gov- 
ernment is the best kind of a 
government. It is managed by 
its own people. It is not. subject 
to evils of remote control. Like- 
wise, when a local community 
handles its own affairs, it does 
not become an additional finan- 
cial burden to the state. The 
local unit of government, the 
state, and the people in general 
profit when taxes are paid.” 

It was Governor Fitzgerald 
who sham pioned the advertising 
campaign for tax collection last 
year, which resulted in the pay- 
ment of $15,000,000 in first in- 
stallments, of which $13,500,000 
went directly for the upkeep of 
local governments.

making corporation. No stocks 
are issued and no dividends are 
earned nor paid. The earnings 
of the institution are usually suf- 
ficient to p its current bills 
but they will not pay for large 
repairs and improvements such 
as are needed at this time. The 
only way possible to secure these 
improvements is to ask the citi- 
zens living in the patronizing 
territory of the hospital to give 
their financial support. 

. Another outstanding need at 
Mercy Hospital is a new nurses 
home, where the nurses when off 
duty can be away and apart from 
the hospital. It is to be hoped 
that some public spirited citizen 
who is interested in the nurses 
profession will realize the im- 
portance of such a gift and make 
this home possible. 

During the summer months the 
hospital has been over-crowded. 
Many times patients have been 
placed in the halls due to lack 
of room. This all goes to prove 
that efficient hospitalization pays; 
that Grayling must support this 
institution to the limit of its 
ability if we-are going to be 
recognized as a great medical 
service station for this section of 
Michigan. 

Since Mercy hospital opened its 
doors April 3, 1911, 10,252 pa- 
tients have been admitted, rep- 
resenting 20 different religious 
denominations. The Sisters of 
Mercy and ‘the Doctors have 
made the hospital one of the out- 
standing houses of healing in 
Northern Michigan. It has grad- 
ually improved in efficiency until 
today it is recognized by the 
American ,College of Surgeons, 
(the highest medical authority in 
the U. S.) as a “Grade A”’ insti- 
tution, a distinction to be envied. 
Patients.coming to Grayling from 
larger cities have the assurance 
that they will receive the best 
of care from graduate nurses and 
a staff of capable physicians. The 
hospital has been well managed. 
This is indicated by the fact that 
the mortality rate is 3.8% while 
the average rate in hospitals 
throughout the United States is 
4.5%. 

Last year 88 hospitals in the 
U. S. closed their doors due to

lack of funds, yet our little hos- 
pital kept going. The’ hospital 
nas clearly demonstrated that it 
is a great agset as well as an out- 
standing institution in this sec- 
tion of Michigan.

The latest reports regarding 
the proposed new postoffice | i 
that the department at Washing- 
ton have selected the southeast 
corner site at Michigan and 
Peninsular avenues, 

That contains the lots between 
the corner and Rialto theatre, 
and south incluaing the former 
Insley home.

Colorful and interesting are a 
stranger’s experiences at Lake 
Margrethe. Coming from Holly- 
wood, California, a city well- 
known for its glamour and bright 
lights, I have naturally observed 
a contrast between the life here 
and there.

My ex- 
periences here have been both 
entertaining and profitable, and 
I will return to California with 
the feeling that Lake Margrethe, 
Michigan, will always be my sec- 
ond home. 

Perhaps a story of my visits, 
in the columns of the Avalanche, 
of the cottagers at the Lake may 
interest you. I have attempted 
to include timely facts and news, 
as well as notes on their person- 
alities, : 

At my Aunt’s cottage, at pres- 
ent, are Mrs. G. A. Kraus. and 
daughter, Miss Elaine. Mr. Kraus 
is in Chicago, with their daugh- 
ter, Miss Lois, who is recovering 
rapidly from an appendix op- 
eration.

Then I went next door, where 
Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Hanson were 
on their sun porch, speaking with 
two visitors, Miss Bauman, 
and Mrs, Woodson. 

Queried on the future of Gray- 
ling, they expressed the hope 
that it will remain in about its 
present condition. :

NBW YORK. — Continued im. 
provement in the condition of state 
chartered banking tnstitutions, with 
an increase of more than three bil- 
lion dollars in a year in total re 
sources, is shown tn a report just 
lasued by the State Rank Division 
of the American Bankers Associa- 
tion. 

The report was prepared by the 
diyision’s Committeg-on State Bank 
Research from data furnished by 
state banking departments and par- 
allels data issued oy the Comiptro)- 
ler of the Currency for national 
banks which show similar improve 
ments, 

“The combined resources of 10, 
473 state supervised banks were 
$35,724.723.000 as of December 31, 
1935,” the state bank report says. | 
“Total deposits amounted to $30,- 
626,920,000. Total toans and dis-

Port show, there wre 10.644 state 
supervised banks, with combined re. 
sources of $32.680.202.000, totat de 
posits $27,297.959.000, loans and -dis- 
courts $13.060.0283.106 and invest- 
ments $12,582,325.000 


Classes of Institutions 


Of the reporting state banking in. 
stitutions on Wecember 31. 1936, 
82% were commerrial banks, the re- 
port states, 9% trust companies, al 
most 9% atch and mutual savings 
banks and less than 1% were pri- 
vate banks. The repori adds: 

“The parallel upward movements 
of deposits and total invested finds 
of total state supervised banks dur 
ing the years 1934 and 1935. after 
declines in these items in 1932 and 
1933. are indications of doiinite 
steps loward recovery in state bank 
ing. 

“Based on figures assembled for 
total state supervised banks on re 
sources and liabilities as of Decem 
ber 31, 1931 to 1985 it is noted: (1) 
that deposits In 1935 rose approxi. 
mately 12 per cent over the previous 
year. as compared with an increase 
of about 9 per cent in 1934 uver 
the year 1933, and declines of 7 per 
cent and 12 per cent in 1933 and 
1932, respectively, from the preced. 
ing years of 1932 and 1931; anu (2) 
that total invested funds inervased 
by approximately 2 per cent in 1935 
and also in 1934, while they had de 
creased by 9 per cent in 1933 and 
by 11 per cent in 1932” 


Analysis Shows Stronger Position 


In a survey and analysis of earn. 
ings and expenses of state banks 
doing a commercial musiness. it is 
brought out that in a majority of 
states they have increased their 
earning ability during 1935 On the 
basis of data covering 7.928 ninks 
in 42 states. the report says: 

“The most signifieant fact to be 
Pointed out is that new profits of 
state banks--after deducting 
charge-offs on loans. investments 
ete, and adding recoveries - were 
shown in 37 of the 42 states which 
reported in 1935. in comparison with 
net profits in only 11 of the 35 states 
reporting in 1934. Measured in termes 
of dollars per each $100 of Invented 
funds, net profits in 1935 ranged be 
tween $2.40 and $.10 per $100. with 
19 states showing protits of $1.00. or 
over, per $100; while ir 1984 net 
profits did not exceed $1.20 per $100 
and only three states showed profits 
of $1.00, or over.” 


Bankers Help Farmers 


The conviction that 4-H Club 
work lays the foundation for sound 
eitizenship and intelligent farming 
influenced a New York City bank 
executive to contribute $500 to the 
Agricultural Committee of the State 
Bankers Association to further 4-H 
Club activities in the state. “I am 
convinced that the work Is so 
worthy, and is being so well han- 
dled that it should interest those 
who believe in building sound citi 
zenship, as well as intelligent farm 
ing for the future,” he said. 

Unusual prominence was given 
this past year to agricultural work 
by the Tennessee Bankers Associa 
tion. The Agricultural Committee 
report reveals hearty cooperation 
between banhers and extension 
workers. “Key bankers and county 
‘agents have been In closer contact 
han ever before," it says.

For 16 years he was prosecutor and has also held the 
post of probate judge for many years. He seems em- 
inently fitted for the post he seeks, and although he is 
outside of our circuit, we feel with his other friends 
here that his choice would place a man of great ability 
in a post where common sense, brains, and training 
needed.
